During  January  I,4o3  persons  filed  applications  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  This  number  added  to  6,641  applications 
carried  over  from  December  makes  a total  of  8,o44  applications  handled  during  January,  Of  this  number,  only  496 
applications  were  approved  to  receive  Old  Age  Assistance,  54o  were  denied  or  disposed  of  for  other  reasons, 

LEAVING  7,003  APPLICATIONS  FENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  JANUARY,  WHICH  [S  MORE  BY  3^7  APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMBER 
PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  DECEMBER. 

BY  ADDING  THE  4j6  APPLICATIONS  APPROVED  TO  THE  35,^55  CASES  CONTINUED  FROM  DECEMEER,  THE  OpEN  CASE  LOAD  FOR 

January  totaled  36,351,  Of  this  number,  35,010  received  assistance  and  I, 3^1  received  no  assistance.  During 
January  554  cases  were  closed,  thus  leaving  35,757  cases  continued  to  February. 

A TOTAL  OF  $ 350,689.11  WAS  PAID  TO  THE  35,010  RECIPIENTS  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  WHICH  REPRESENTS  AN  AVERAGE 

grant  for  the  State  as  a whole  of  $ 10.02  per  recipient  for  the  month  of  January.  County  averages  varied  from 
$ 7,25  per  recipient  in  Perquimans  County  to  $ 14.56  per  recipient  in  Mecklenburg  County. 

Reports  for  the  nation  for  December  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 19*33  per  re- 
cipient of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  that  only  eight  other  states  rank  lower  than  North  Carolina  in  the  average

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

During  January  478  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  number  added  tc  1,159  appli- 
cations CARRIED  OVER  FROM  DECEMBER  MAKES  A TOTAL  OF  1,637  APPLICATIONS  HANDLED  DURING  JANUARY.  OF  THIS  NUMBER, 

3 1 9 APPLICATIONS  REPRESENTING  800  CHILDREN  WERE  APPROVED  FOR  A 1 D TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN,  105  APPLICATIONS  WERE 
DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  1,213  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  AT  THE  END  CF  JANUARY,  WHICH  IS  MORE 
BY  54  APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMBER  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  DECEMBER.

Altogether  3,966  applications  for  General  Relief  were  handled  during  January,  which  were  composed  of  3 4o  appli- 
cations CARRIED  OVER  FROM  DECEMBER  AND  3,626  APPLICATIONS  RECEIVED  DURING  JANUARY,  F)F  THIS  TOTAL,  2,663  APPLI- 
CATIONS WERE  APPROVED  AND  89  I APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  4 1 2 APPLICATIONS 
FENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  JANUARY.

PiEpORTS  FOR  THE  COUNTRY  INDICATE  THAT  THE  AVERAGE  GENERAL  RELIEF  GRANT  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  IS  FAR  BELOW  MOST  OF  THE 
STATES,  FOR  EXAMPLE,  IN  DECEMBER  42  STATES  AVERAGED  $ 25.27  PER  CASE,  ONLY  THREE  OF  THE  STATES  REPORTING  HAD 
AN  AVERAGE  GRANT  WHICH  WAS  LESS  THAN  THE  FIGURE  OF  $ 6.18  REPORTED  BY  NORTH  CAROLINA.

PLICATIONS WERE  APPROVED  TO  RECEIVE  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  667  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAV- 
ING 7,456  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  APRIL,  WHICH  IS  MORE  BY  5i  APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMBER  PENDING  AT 
THE  END  OF  MARCH. 

BY  ADDING  THE  607  APPLICATIONS  APPROVED  TO  THE  36,154  CASES  CONTINUED  FROM  MARCH,  THE  OPEN  CASE  LOAD  FOR  APRIL 
TOTALED  36,301.  OF  THIS  NUMBER,  35,340  RECEIVED  ASSISTANCE  AND  l,46|  RECEIVED  NO  ASSISTANCE.  DURING  APRIL 
453  CASES  WERE  CLOSED,  THUS  LEAVING  36,343  CASES  CONTINUED  TO  MAY. 

A TOTAL  OF  $ 356,626,34  WAS  PAID  TO  THE  35,340  RECIPIENTS  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  WHICH  REPRESENTS  AN  AVERAGE

There  were  9,309  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  March  to  which  were  added  234  families  making  a 

TOTAL  OPEN  CASE  LOAD  OF  9,593  FAMILIES  DURING  APRIL.  DURING  APRIL  1 3 6 CASES  WERE  CLOSED,  LEAVING  9,457  CASES 
CONTINUED  TO  MaY. 

A total  of  9,023  families  representing  22,774  children  received  payments  to  the  extent  of  $ 143,294,97  in  April. 
This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ 16.43  per  family  for  the  State  as  a whole.  County  averages  ranged  from

ARE  RECIPIENTS  OF  A I D TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN.  THE  NATIONAL  FIGURE  IS  APPROXIMATELY  2 \/Z  PER  CENT. 

GENERAL  RELIEF 

Altogether  2 , 50 i applications  for  General  relief  were  handled  during  April  which  were  composed  of  34 1 applica- 
tions carried  over  from  March  and  2,|6o  applications  received  during  April.  Of  this  total,  1,505  applications 

WERE  APPROVED  AND  643  APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  353  APPLICATIONS  PEND- 
ING AT  THE  END  OF  APRIL. 

Adding  the  3,057  cases  continued  from  March  to  the  I, 505  applications  approved  makes  a total  of  9,562  open  cases 
during  April.  Of  this  number,  1,754  cases  were  closed  leaving  7,3c3  cases  continued  to  May. 

Including  obligations  incurred  from  public  funds  by  the  Winston  Salem  Associated  Charities,  General  Relief  total- 
ing $ 41,234.56  WAS  EXPENDED  FROM  PUBLIC  FUNDS  TO  6,311  CASES  DURING  APRIL.  THIS  REPRESENTS  AN  AVERAGE  GRANT  OF 
$ 6.05  PER  CASE  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  APRIL.  THESE  FIGURES  ALSO  REPRESENT  A DECREASE  FROM  MARCH  OF  4.23  PER  CENT  IN 
THE  NUMBER  OF  CASES  RECEIVING  ASSISTANCE,  A DECREASE  OF  5,0d  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AMOUNT  OF  OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED, 

AND  A DECREASE  OF  0*93  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  CASE. 

Reports  for  the  country  indicate  that  the  average  General  Relief  grant  in  North  Carolina  is  far  below  most  of 
the  states.  For  example,  in  March  43  states  averaged  $ 24.37  per  case.  Only  two  of  the  states  reporting  had 

AN  AVERAGE  GRANT  WHICH  WAS  LESS  THAN  THE  FIGURE  OF  $ 6.11  REPORTED  BY  NORTH  CAROLINA.

During  June  881  persons  filed  applications  for  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  number  added  to  7 » 3 67  applications 
carried  over  from  May  makes  a total  of  8,248  applications  handled  during  June.  Of  this  number,  only  474  appli- 
cations WERE  APPROVED  TO  RECEIVE  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  484  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING 
7,250  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  JUNE,  WHICH  IS  LESS  BY  77  APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMBER  PENDING  AT  THE 
END  OF  MAY. 

By  adding  the  474  applications  approved  to  the  36,612  cases  continued  from  May,  the  open  case  load  for  June 
totaled  37,086.  Of  this  number,  35,  654  received  assistance  and  1,392  received  no  assistance.  During  June  361 
cases  were  closed,  thus  leaving  36,725  cases  continued  to  July. 

A total  of  $ 361,820.48  was  paid  to  the  35,634  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  which  represents  an  average 
grant  for  the  State  as  a whole  of  $ 10.14  per  recipient  for  the  month  of  June.  County  averages  varied  from

During  June  305  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  number  added  to  1,228  applica- 
tions carried  over  from  May  makes  a total  of  1,533  applications  handled  during  June.  Of  this  number,  213  ap- 
plications representing  515  children  were  approved  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  III  applications  were  denied 

OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  1,209  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  at  THE  END  OF  JUNE,  WHICH  IS  LESS  BY  I9 
APPLICATIONS  than  THE  NUMBER  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  MAY. 

There  were  9*582  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  May  to  which  were  added  213  families  making  a 
total  open  case  load  of  9,795  families  during  June.  During  June  1 42  cases  were  closed,  leaving  9,647  cases  con- 
tinued to  July. 

A total  of  9,352  families  representing  23,291  children  received  payments  to  the  extent  of  $ 155,646,55  in  June. 
This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ |6,64  per  family  for  the  State  as  a whole.  County  averages  ranged  from 
$ 10,43  per  family  in  Alexander  County  to  $ 29.18  per  family  in  Forsyth  County.

DURING  JULY  862  PERSONS  FILED  APPLICATIONS  FOR  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE.  THIS  NUMBER  ADDED  TO  ],2?0  APPLICATIONS 

carried  over  from  June  makes  a total  of  8,152  applications  handled  during  July.  Of  this  number,  only  64 l appli 
cations  were  approved  to  receive  Old  Age  assistance,  473  were  denied  or  disposed  of  for  other  reasons,  leaving 
7,033  applications  pending  at  the  end  of  July,  which  is  less  dy  252  applications  than  the  number  pending  at  the 

end  of  June. 

BY  adding  the  641  applications  approved  to  the  36,725  CASES  continued  from  June,  the  open  case  load  for  July 
TOTALED  37,366.  OF  THIS  NUMDER,  35,95°  RECEIVED  ASSISTANCE  AND  I,4|6  RECEIVED  NO  ASSISTANCE.  DURING  JULY  3 > 
CASES  WERE  CLOSED,  THUS  LEAVING  37,012  CASES  CONTINUED  TO  AUGUST. 

A TOTAL  OF  $ 362,805.51  WAS  PAID  TO  THE  35,95°  RECIPIENTS  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  WHICH  REPRESENTS  AN  AVERAGE 
GRANT  FOR  THE  STATE  AS  A WHOLE  OF  $ 10.09  PER  RECIPIENT  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  JULY.  COUUY  AVERAGES  VARIED  FROM 
$ 7.47  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  BRUNSWICK  COUNTY  TO  $ l4.6g  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  MECKLENBURG  COUNTY. 

REPORTS  FOR  THE  NATION  FOR  JUNE  INDICATE  THAT  THE  AVERAGE  FOR  ALL  STATES  AND  TERRITORIES  WAS  $ 20.10  PER  RECIP- 
IENT of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  that  only  eight  other  states  rank  lower  than  North  Carolina  in  the  average  amount 

GRANTED  RECIPIENTS  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE.  THESE  REPORTS  INDICATE,  HOWEVER,  THAT  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  APPROXIMATELY 
25  PER  CENT  OF  THE  ESTIMATED  POPULATION  65  YEARS  OF  AGE  AND  OVER  RECEIVED  OLD  AGE  AsS. STANCE,  WHICH  IS  SLIGHTLY 
HIGHER  THAN  THE  PERCENTAGE  FOR  THE  COUNTRY  AS  A WHOLE. 

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

During  July  302  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  numder  added  to  1,205  applica- 
tions carried  over  from  June  makes  a total  of  1,511  applications  handled  during  July.  Of  this  number,  203  a^ 
plications  representing  507  children  were  approved  for  Aid  to  dependent  Children,  51*  applications  were  denied 
or  disposed  OF  for  other  reasons,  leaving  1,214  applications  pending  at  the  end  of  JULY,  which  is  MORE  BY  5 
applications  than  the  number  pending  at  the  end  of  June. 

There  were  5,647  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  June  to  which  were  added  203  families  making  a 
total  open  case  load  of  5,850  families  during  July.  During  July  165  cases  were  closed,  leaving  9,°35  cases  cokh- 

tinued  to  August. 

A total  of  5,385  families  representing  23,253  children  received  payments  to  the  extent  of  $ 155,314.95  in  July. 
This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ 16.60  per  family  for  the  State  as  a whole.  County  averages  ranged  from 

$ 10.33  PER  family  in  Alexander  County  to  $ 25.33  per  family  in  Forsyth  County. 

Reports  for  the  country  as  a whole  for  June  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 32.17 

per  family  and  that  only  four  of  the  states  rank  lower  than  North  Carolina  in  average  amount  granted  per  family 

for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  Approximately  I 1/2  per  cent  of  the  population  under  |6  years  of  age  are  re- 
cipients of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  National  figure  is  approximately  2 1/2  per  cent. 


GENERAL  RELIEF 

On  July  I all  General  Relief  in  Forsyth  County  was  taken  over  by  that  County's  Welfare  Department,  which  accounts 

FOR  A RATHER  LARGE  INCREASE  IN  RECIPIENTS,  OBLIGATI'  NS,  AND  AVERAGE  GRANTS  FOR  THIS  TYPE  OF  ASSISTANCE. 

Altogether  3,733  applications  for  General  Relief  were  handled  during  July,  which  were  composed  of  343  appli- 
cations CARRIED  OVER  FROMJUNE  AND  3,390  APPLICATIONS  RECEIVED  DURING  JULY.  OF  THIS  TOTAL,  2,651  APPLICATIONS 
WERE  APPROVED  AND  700  APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  332  APPLICATIONS  PEN£>- 
ING  AT  THE  END  OF  JULY. 

ADDING  THE  7,271  CASES  CONTINUED  FROM  JUNE  TO  THE  2,651  APPLICATIONS  APPROVED  MAKES  A TOTAL  OF  9,922  OPEN  CASES 
DURIG  JULY.  OF  THIS  NUMBER,  1,311  CASES  WERE  CLOSED  LEAVING  8,6||  CASES  CONTINUED  TO  AUGUST. 

General  Relief  totaling  $ 43,561.73  was  expended  from  puclic  funds  to  6,385  cases  during  July.  This  represents 

an  AVERAGE  grant  OF  $ 7-  10  PER  CASE  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  JULY.  THESE  FIGURES  ALSO  REPRESENT  AN  INCREASE  FROM  JUNE 
OF  27. 81  PER  CENT  IN  THE  NUMBER  OF  CASES  RECEIVING  ASSISTANCE,  AN  INCREASE  OF  50.33  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AMOUNT  OF 
OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED,  AND  AN  INCREASE  OF  18.  |4  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  CASE. 

REPORTS  FOR  THE  COUNTRY  INDICATE  THAT  THE  AVERAGE  GENERAL  RELIEF  GRANT  IN  NORTH  CaROL.NA  IS  FAR  BELOW  MOST  OF 
THE  STATES.  FOR  EXAMPLE,  IN  JUNE  43  STATES  AVERAGED  $ 23-  30  P^  CASE.  ONLY  TWO  OF  THE  STATES  REPORTING  HAD  AN 
AVERAGE  GRANT  WHICH  WAS  LESS  THAN  THE  FIGURE  OF  $ 6.0 1 REPORTED  BY  NORTH  CAROLINA.

A TOTAL  OF  $ 364,835.06  WAS  PAID  TO  THE  36,176  RECIPIENTS  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE,  WHICH  REPRESENTS  AN  AVERAGE 
GRANT  FOR  THE  STATE  AS  A WHOLE  OF  $ 10.03  PER  RECIPIENT  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  AUGUST.  COUNTY  AVERAGES  VARIED  FROM 
$ 7.2S  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  ONSLOW  COUNTY  TO  $ 1 4. 65  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  MECKLENBURG  COUNTY. 

Reports  for  the  nat.on  for  June  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 20.10  per  recip- 
ient of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  that  only  eight  other  states  rank  lower  than  North  Carolina  in  the  average  amount 
granted  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance.

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

During  August  3I7  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  number  added  to  1 ,2 1 4 applica- 
tions carried  over  from  July  makes  a total  of  1,531  applications  handled  during  August.  Of  this  number,  187  ap- 
plications representing  455  children  were  approved  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  172  applications  were  denied 
or  disposed  of  for  other  reasons,  leaving  1,172  applications  pending  at  the  end  of  August,  which  Is  more  by  42 
applications  than  the  number  pending  at  the  end  of  July, 

There  were  3,625  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  July  to  which  were  added  187  families,  making  a 
total  open  case  load  of  3,872  families  during  August.  During  August  171  cases  were  closed,  leaving  3,701  cases 
continued  to  September, 

A TOTAL  of  3,455  FAMILIES  REPRESENTING  23,336  CHILDREN  RECEIVED  PAYMENTS  TO  THE  EXTENT  OF  $ 157,  OO5.5O  IN 
August.  This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ l6.6l  per  family  for  the  State  as  a whole.  County  averages  ranged 
FROM  $ 10.37  PER  FAMILY  IN  ALLEGHANY  COUNTY  TO  $ 23.28  PER  FAMILY  IN  FORSYTH  COUNTY. 

Reports  for  the  country  as  a whole  for  June  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 32.17 

PER  FAMILY  AND  THAT  ONLY  FOUR  OF  THE  STATES  RANK  LOWER  THAN  NORTH  CAROLINA  IN  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  FAMILY 

for  AID  to  Dependent  Children.  Approximately  I l/2  per  cent  of  the  population  under  16  years  of  age  are  re- 
cipients of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  National  figure  is  approximately  2 \/l.  per  cent.

Altogether  2,486  applications  for  General  Relief  were  handled  during  August,  which  were  composed  of  382  appli- 
cations CARRIED  OVER  FRCM  JUNE  AND  2,104  APPLICATIONS  RECEIVED  DURING  AUGUST.  OF  THIS  TOTAL,  1,511  APPLICATIONS 
WERE  APPROVED  AND  634  APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  3 4l  APPLICATIONS  PEND- 
ING AT  THE  END  OF  AUGUST. 

Adding  the  8 , 6 1 1 cases  continued  from  July  to  the  1,511  applications  approved  makes  a total  of  10,122  open  cases 
during  August.  Of  this  number,  2,167  cases  were  closed  leaving  7,355  cases  continued  to  September. 

General  Relief  totaling  $ 43,706,63  was  expended  from  public  funds  to  6,635  cases  during  August.  This  represents 

AN  AVERAGE  GRANT  OF  $ 6.53  PER  CASE  FOR  THE  MONTH  OF  AUGUST.  THESE  FIGURES  ALSO  REPRESENT  A DECREASE  FROM  JUNE 
OF  4.15  PER  CENT  IN  THE  NUMBER  OF  CASES  RECEIVING  ASSISTANCE,  A DECREASE  OF  11.81  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AMOUNT  OF 
OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED,  AND  A DECREASE  OF  8.03  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  CASE. 

Reports  for  the  country  indicate  that  the  average  General  Relief  grant  in  North  Carolina  is  far  below  most  of 
the  states.  For  example,  in  June  43  states  averaged  $ 23.30  per  case.  Only  two  of  the  states  reporting  had  an 
average  grant  which  was  less  than  the  figure  of  $ 6.01  reported  by  North  Carolina.

HIGHER  THAN  THE  PERCENTAGE  FOR  THE  COUNTRY  AS  A WHOLE.

During  September  222  applications  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  number  added  to  1,172  appli- 
cations carried  over  from  August  makes  a total  of  1,454  applications  handled  during  September.  Of  this  number, 

214  applications  representing  423  children  were  approved  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  133  applications  were  de 

NIED  or  DISPOSED  of  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  1,101  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  AT  THE  END  CF  SEPTEMBER,  WHICH  IS  LESS 
DY  71  APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMDER  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  AUGUST. 

There  were  9,701  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  August  to  which  were  added  214  families,  making  a 
total  open  case  load  of  9,915  families  during  September.  During  September  152  cases  were  closed,  leaving  9, 757 

cases  continued  to  October. 

A total  of  9,475  Families  representing  23,402  children  received  Payments  to  the  extent  of  $ 157,293.00  in  Septem- 
ber. This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ 16.60  PER  family  for  the  STATE  as  a whole,  county  averages  ranged 
FROM  $ 10.37  PER  FAMILY  IN  ALLEGHANY  COUNTY  TO  $ 29.62  PER  FAMILY  IN  FORSYTH  OUNTY. 

Reports  for  the  country  as  a whole  for  August  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $32.24- 

PER  FAMILY  and  that  ONLY  FOUR  OF  THE  STATES  RANK  LOWER  THAN  NORTH  CAROLINA  IN  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  FAMILY 

for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  Approximately  I l/2  per  cent  of  the  population  under  16  years  of  age  are  recip- 
ients of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  National  figure  is  approximately  2 l/2  per  cent.

WITH  MEDICAL  CARE  CASES  TRANSFERRED  TO  ANOTHER  CATEGORY,  ONLY  1,217  APPLICATIONS  FOR  GENERAL  RELIEF  WERE  HANDLED 
DURING  SEPTEMBER,  WHICH  WERE  COMPOSED  OF  3 U 1 APPLICATIONS  CARRIED  OVER  FROM  AUGUST  AND  1,47$  APPLICATIONS  RE 
CEIVED  DURING  SEPTEMBER.  OF  THIS  TOTAL,  9^5  APPLICATIONS  WERE  APPROVED  AND  551  APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DIS-

ONLY  TWO  OF  THE  STATES  REPORTING  HAD 
an  AVERAGE  GRANT  WHICH  WAS  LESS  THAN  THE  FIGURE  OF  $ 6.53  REPORTED  BY  NORTH  CAROLINA.

VEMBER TOTALED  53,1*7.  OF  THIS  NUMBER  56,3*7  RECEIVED  ASSISTANCE,  AV D 1,500  RECEIVED  NO  ASSISTANCE.  DURING 

November  533  cases  were  closed,  thus  leaving  57,759  continued  to  December. 

A total  of  $ 572, 255. *9  was  paid  to  the  56, 3*7  recipients  of  Old  Age  assistance,  which  represents  an  average 
grant  for  the  State  as  a whole  of  $ 10.10  per  recipient  for  the  month  of  November.  County  averages  varied  from 

$ 7,2*  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  ONSLOW  COUNTY  TO  $ 1*.66  PER  RECIPIENT  IN  MECKLENBURG  COUNTY. 

Reports  for  the  nation  for  October  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 20.09  per  re- 
cipient of  Old  Age  Assistance  and  that  only  seven  other  states  rank  lower  than  North  Carolina  in  the  average 
amount  granted  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  These  reports  indicate,  however,  that  in  North  Carolina  ap- 
proximately 25  per  cent  of  the  estimated  population  65  years  of  age  and  over  received  Old  Age  Assistance,  which 
is  slightly  higher  than  the  percentage  for  the  country  as  a whole.

During  November  550  applications  for  Aid  tc  Dependent  Children  were  received.  This  number  added  to  1,155  appli 
cations  carried  over  from  Octoder  makes  a total  of  1 ,*35  applications  handled  during  November.  Of  this  number, 

256  APPLICATIONS  REPRESENTING  653  CHILDREN  WERE  APPROVED  FOR  AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN,  APPLICATIONS  WERE 
DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  1,153  APPLICATIONS  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  NOVEMBER,  WHICH  IS 
MORE  BY  5 APPLICATIONS  THAN  THE  NUMBER  PENDING  AT  THE  END  OF  OCTOBER. 

There  were  9,323  families  continued  in  the  open  case  load  from  October  to  which  were  added  256  families,  making 

a TOTAL  OPEN  CASE  load  OF  10,03*  FAMILIES  DURING  NOVEMBER.  DURING  NOVEMBER  153  CASES  WERE  CLOSED,  LEAVING  9>9S6 

cases  continued  to  December. 

A total  of  9,5*3  families  representing  25, *56  children  received  payments  tc  the  extent  cf  $ 159,055.9*  IN  Novem- 
ber. This  represents  an  average  grant  of  $ 16.66  per  family  for  the  State  as  a whole.  County  averages  ranged 

FROM  $ 9.95  PER  FAMILY  IN  ALLEGHANY  COUNTY  TO  $ 29.6*  PER  FAMILY  IN  FORSYTH  COUNTY. 

Reports  for  the  country  as  whole  for  October  indicate  that  the  average  for  all  states  and  territories  was  $ 52. 5^ 

PER  FAMILY  and  that  ONLY  FOUR  OF  THE  STATES  RANK  LOWER  THAN  NORTH  CAROLINA  IN  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  FAMILY 

for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  Approximately  1 \/z  per  cent  of  the  population  under  l6  years  of  age  are  re- 
cipients of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  National  figure  is  approximately  2 l/2  per  cent. 

GENERAL  RELIEF 

Altogether  1,329  applications  for  General  Relief  were  handled  during  November,  which  were  cr  mpcsed  of  551  Ai  li- 
gations carried  over  from  Octoder  and  I, *93  applications  received  during  November.  Of  this  total,  995  applica- 
tions WERE  APPROVED  AND  *90  APPLICATIONS  WERE  DENIED  OR  DISPOSED  OF  FOR  OTHER  REASONS,  LEAVING  5*6  APPLICATIONS

from  October  of  0.29  pER  cent  in  the  number  of  cases  receiving  assistance,  a decrease  of  1.66  per  cent  in  the 

AMOUNT  OF  OBLIGATIONS  INCURRED,  AND  A DECREASE  OF  1.2o  PER  CENT  IN  THE  AVERAGE  AMOUNT  GRANTED  PER  CASE, 

Reports  for  the  country  indicate  that  the  average  General  Relief  grant  in  Ncrth  Carolina  is  far  below  most  of 
the  states.  For  example,  in  Octoder  49  states  averaged  $ 24.33  per  case.  Only  four  of  the  states  reporting  had 
an  average  grant  which  was  less  than  the  figure  of  $ 7®o4  reporied  by  North  Carolina.
